DETROIT, June 2.—(4)\—The lead- 
ership of Norman Thomas in the so 
cialist party, a leadership transcend-

Thomas, although he is reportedly 
on the national executive committee 
slate of the leftists and although his 
sympathies are known to be with the 
left. pleaded for national unity and 
declared such hostility in the convene 
tion was disastrous on the outside.

South American Nation

WASHINGTON, June 2.—()— 
The Bolivian government has protest- 
ed to the state department against 
stopping sale of munitions for Bolivia 
in her war with Paraguay over the 
Gyan Chaco.

“As far as Bolivia is concerned,”

lates the treaty of amity, navigation 
and commerce with Bolivia of 185s.” 

Finot said the wording of that 
treaty meant that as long as the 
United States permitted any other na- 
tion the right to acquire arms and 
ammunition within its territorv it 
could not prohibit the right to Bolivia 
to do so. 

He contended the measure was un- 
fair because Paraguay has the bene- 
fits of an international river enabling 
her to receive war supplies directly.

EUROPE EXPECTED 
10 IGNORE DEBTS 
ON PAYMENT DATE 


All Nations, With Excep- 
tion of Finland, May De- 
fault June 15; English 
Stand Undetermined. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(UP) 
The European debt situation today 


gave promise of taking an early place 
alongside the disarmament discus- 
sion as an issue which many gov- 
ernments talk about, but one on 
which nothing but talk is offered. 

As the smoke and the fuss clear- 
ed from the furore kicked up _ in 
Europe over President Roosevelt’s 
debt message to congress, one fact 
stood out clearly. None of the debtor 
governments is actually doing any- 
thing about the installments which 
fall due on June 15 when the United 
States treasury has the legal right 
to collect approximately $175,000,000 
from 13 foreign nations. 

Tokens? Absurd. 

State department officials shrug- 
ged skeptical shoulders at various 
reports from Europe that this or that 
government was making plans to 
make a “token” payment on that 
date, or that an understanding had 
been arrived at between one of the 
debtor governments and President 
Roosevelt concerning the June 15 pay- 
ment. 

Acting Secretary of State William 
knew of no such 
understandings or plans. He specifi- 
cally denied a published report from 
London that the British government 
had reached an understanding with 
President Roosevelt. No such infor- 
mation had come to the state depart- 
ment, he said, and in the absencé 
of President Roosevelt from the city, 
he was certain the information was 
erroneous. 

In general, the state department 
adopted a “wait and see” policy. It 
is recognized in all administration 
circles that there is practically noth- 
ing this government can do to force 
payment of the debts. The waiting 
today was plentiful but there was not 
much to be seen, 


DEFAULT INEVITABLE 
LONDON BELIEVES 

(Copyright. 1934, by United Press.) 
June 2.—(UP)—De- 
fault by Great Britain on her war 
debt to the United States appeared 
almost inevitable tonight. 

The cabinet, it Was learned on good 
authority, has definitely decided not 
to make even. a token payment on 
June 15 and to default unless a token 
payment is recognized as relieving the 
stigma of default. 

In that case, a small payment might 
be made, but Washington has consis- 
tently declined to regard a token pay- 
ment as non-default. Britain's note 
on the subject, making her position 
clear, probably will go to Washington 
within a few days. The note was 
drafted early this week, but was held 
up in the faint hope that President 
Roosevelt might rébax his attitude. 

Find Faint Hope Left. 

The president’s debt message to con- 
gress, however» dispelled that hope. 
His challenge to pay up instead of 
spending the money on armaments was 
deeply resented. 

Members of the government, study- 
ing the message, took note, however, 
that in some points it agreed with the 
British view, particularly the refer- 
ence to war debts having a disturbing 
effect on trade. They also noted Mr. 
Roosevelt’s reiteration of his readi- 
ness at all times to discuss the general 
debt position.

10,000 APPLAUD 
L DUCE WAR TALK 


Mussolini Says Fighting, 
If Any, Will Be for Italy 
Alone. 


ROME, June 2.—(#)—Premier Mus- 
solini made a fighting talk tcday be- 
fore 10,000 war volinteers, and was 
given an enthusiastic shout of affir- 
mation when he asked if they are 
ready to fight again if necessary. 

He promised them, though, that if 
they do fight, it will be for Italy alone. 
and not on behalf of other nations 
pretending to be allies. 

“Italy's volunteers,” he said, “if 
war is necessary, will shed their 
blood for Italy alone. Experience has 
shown them that it does not pay to 
help by land and sea the people who 
pretend to be our allies.” 

France, he declared, did not give 
to Italy the colonial territory prom- 
ised in the treaty of London in 1915 
which opened the way for Italy to en- 
ter the World War. 

His reference to allies also was 
taken to include Serbia, now a part of 
Yugo-Slavia. 

“Do you feel that tomorrow, if it 
is necessary to fight. that victory will 
embrace our flag?” he asked after the 
volunteers had declared’ they 
ready to fight again if necessary. | 

The answer was another enthusias- 
tic “Yes.” 

Italy, the premier declared, would 
have continued her foreign policy of 
collaboration with all peoples, but be- 
cause it is not mathematically cer- 
tain that other nations will collabo- 
rate, it is necessary to be prepared. 

“Not only are times hard,” Il Duce 
continued, turning to the economic sit- 
uation, “but I also want to add that 
you must not hope for easier times 
to come. 

“We must accept hard times. That 
is why the people are offering today a 
superb spectacle of discipline.” ' 

“We feel,” he declared, “that Italy 
still possesses today the virtues which 
were typical of the legionnaires and 
the people of ancient Rome—tenacity, 
constancy, courage and the spirit of 
continuity until victory is reached.”

He left for this 
place without any comment and the 
word stood that he would return to 
Washington Monday to _ co-operate 
with congress for enactment of the 
administration program in the next 
few days. 

Mrs. Roosevelt accompanied the 
president here and the afternoon was 


spent on the spacious grounds of the 
private institution. 

As usual, newspapermen and pho- 
tographers were excluded.

of the president's talk. 
_ “As long as I live,” he said, “the 
influence of Mr. and Mrs. Peobody 
means and will mean more to me 
than that of any other people next 
to my father and mother.”

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U. 9. DEFICIT STANDS 
~ AT $3,647,235,000 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(/)— 
The government closed 11 months of 
the fiscal year with expenditures of 
$6,371.782,000 and a defit of $3,647,- 
235.000. 

This compares with President 
Roosevelt's estimate of a deficit on 
June 30 the fiscal year end, of $7,- 
309,000,000. 

Making sinking fund adjustments to 
correspond with the president's esti- 
mate, today’s excess of expenditures 
is onfy $3,287,000,000, or well under 
half the 12-month estimate. 

Emergency spending shows. the 
greatest lag behind expectations. In 
the 12-month fiscal period the govern- 
ment expected to spend $7,523;000.- 
000 for emergency purposes. In ll 
months, however, it has spent only 
$3,581,029,000 for these purposes. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, with outlays of only $1,446,- 

,000 -as compared with 12-month 
estimates of $3,969,000,000, showed 
the greatest lag in spending. 

The deficit at the end of May com- 
pared with $2,878,947,000 a year ago. 

Spending during May was at a 
lower rate than any month since No- 
vember. November's aggregate out- 
lays were $499,420,000 and May’s 
were $549,355.000. April's expendi- 
tures were $974,422,000 but this in- 
cluded $300.000,000 of sinking fund 
operations, leaving routine and emer- 
gency outlays at approximately $674,-

_The compromise was not enthugias- 
tically received in quarters favoring 
genuine disarmament, but the major- 
ity figured it better to accept it than 
to allow the conference to break up. 

The French delegation remained 
ominously quiet, allowing Russia, sup- 
ported by the Balkans, to wage battle 
with the British, who rigidly oppose 
ruining the conference by a security 
campaign. | 


BRITISH CONSERVATIVES 
_OPPOSE SIMON’S VIEWS 

LONDON, June 2.—(/)—An attack 
on the government’s disarmament po- 
sition, as outlined in Geneva by Sir 
John Simon, foreign secretary wis 
planned roe by ultra-conservative 
elements in the house of commons. 

The dissatisfaction expressed by 
these forces with Sir John’s row with 
the French over German rearmament 
is expected to result in a vigorous de- 
bate on the floor Monday. 

While Sir John was said to have 
the full support of the national gov- 
ernment cabinet, the ultra-tories were 
represented as feeling that his atti- 
tude toward Germany was too liberal 
and that his set-to with Louis Bar- 
thou, French foreign minister, let the 
Geneva situation become highly mud- 
dled, endangering the peace of the 
world.

No plans have been made for a con- 
ference between Sir John and Bar- 
thou in Paris, tt was stated, and the 
French minister has not yet returned 
to his capital.

Two New Road Tests 


For Record Endurance 


Two remarkable endurance perform- 
ances, giving new weight to. the slo- 
gan, ‘from the speedway comes their 
stamina,” have just been added to 
the long roster of accomplishments of 
Studebaker automobiles. 

The first and most spectacular of 
the two is that of a Studebaker I'resi- 
lent sedan on the Pacific coast. This

Daugherty, of California Institute o 
Technology, showed that eyvlinder 
wear had been less than half of what 
had heen expected, based on factory 
records of normal wear under ideal 
conditions for equivalent distances. 
The most wear found on any of the 


cylinders (at a point a quarter of an 
inch below the top of the block, the 
most vulnerable area) was .0U7 of an 
inch. It was especially interesting to 
realize that no oil filter was used in 
the test, yet carbon deposits were un- 
usually small, 

The Canadiah endurance test of the 
Studebaker Dictator, the lowest priced 
car of the Studebaker line, was made 
simply to prove its ability to “take 
it” and keep going. The car, driven 
by Bob McKenzie, made a total of 
15,150 miles in just exactly three min- 
utes over 15 days, thus maintaining 
an average speed of 41.7 miles per 
hour every day and night fur over two 
weeks.

‘Ministers on the March”: “The 
significance of the results must be 
measured not only in the light of the 
20.000 replies received but in the light 
of the 100.000 questionnaires distrib- 
uted, Three years ago only 50.000 | 
Nine- 
thousand were returned. How 
does it happen that this rear with 
twice as many questionnaires distrib- 
uted only 1.000 more were filled out? 
The answer seems to be that this 
year the ministry of denominations 
not approached three years ago was 
circularized. Various southern 
branches of the larger communions, 
more than 10,000 Lutheran pastors, 
large numbers of small and _ theo- 
logically conservative denominations 
were given a chance to participate. 
Only a few of these clergymen appear 
to have replied. The argument from 
silence must in such cases weigh on 
the side of dissent. It seems fair. 
therefore, to interpret this aspect of 
the venture as meaning that the nnu- 
merical majority in the American min- 
istry. both Protestant and Jewish, is 
still hearily on the side of social con- 
servatism and resultant acquiescence 
in such policies as the state may adopt 
with regard to war. But with re- 
gard to the ministers who have shown 
their readiness to stand up and be 
counted in this fashion the nation can 
have no doubt as to their meaning. 
More than half of those who replied 
to this questionnaire—that is to say, 
more than a tenth of the Protestant 
ministers and Jewish rabbis in the 
United States—must be reckoned as 
having definitely rejected the moral 
pretensions of the old order of Ameri- 
ean life and started on their march 
toward a new community more in ac- 
cordance with their understanding of 
the nature of the kingdom of God. 
Numerically, these men constitute only 
a small majority of the American 
ministry. But morally, intellectually 
and spiritually their influence is be- 
yond all calculation. It ean hardly 
be that they have any illusions as to 
what is involved in making these dec- 
larations, Members of a calling which 
has long heen accused of cowardice 
and time-serving by our stereotyped 
sophisticates. these ministers hare 
dared to challenge the social and po- 
litical order at the precise points 
where that act is most sure to pro- 
voke wrath and retaliation. Yet in 
the midst of these dark darvs when 
the general confusion of mankind has 
seemed to open the way toward a 
reversion to an order resting on brute 
force, there is certain to come a new 
access of hope to multitudes as they 
lift their eres to discover this legion 
of ministers unafraid. dedicated to the 
triumph of peace and marching to- 
ward a co-operative commonwealth.”

There is a real good reason 
for this popularity, as is true of most 
popularity that lasts over several 
years. Year in and year out—dry 
years, wet years, hot years, -cold 
years—the dahlia may be depended 
upon to give good results, and under 
ideal conditions, to give such wone- 
derful results that it will be remem- 
bered for years. In fact, ome perfect 
Jane Cowl blossom is enough to repay 
several years of hard work. It so 
happens that these years of no ree 
sults are not necessary. 

Another reason for the dahlia’g 
popularity is the fact that it is a type 
ical flewer for amateurs. Very lite 
tle, if any, technical knowledge is 
necessary and very little in the way 
of special care and attention is nec- 
essary to give good results. Like the 
proverbial stepchild, it will arrive at 
maturity with beautiful fruit after 
months of neglect and misuse. 

Up until a couple ore three years 
ago almost all effort was spent on 
raising as large flowers as possible, 
but during the past couple of years, 


increasing importance has been placed 


on the little pompon dahlias. These 
dainty little fellows are real beau- 
ties. The bush itself is seldom more 
than two feet in height, and the flow- 
ers seldom larger than a quarter, but 
just covered with these dainty little 
miniature dahlias. 


Keep an eye on the pompons, if 
yOu want to see the coming dahlias. 
Their size fits in just right for the 
boutonniere or for the smaller vases 
in the house, and they are really more 
graceful than the larger decorative 
and cactus dahlias. ey will make 
for you an ideal border for the dahlia 
garden since they fit in exactly with 
the rest of the dahlias.

The care and feeding of dahlias 
and the time of planting of the tu- 
bers are all important for the grow- 
ing of the finest blossoms and the 
finest, healthiest plants. Feeding is 
very important in the case of this 
old friend of ours. as he has an enor- 
mous appetite and must be fully fed 
to give us the best that is in him.

best food for them. For best results,

fore the tubers are planted, mix- 
ing in liberal amounts of well-rotted 
stable manure or pulverized sheep 
manure thoroughly with the soil. 
After this has been done, the tuber 
placed in the ground and the plant 
well started about a foot high, it is 
time for them to he fertilized again. 
For these, fertilizing after the plant 


'has been growing and for feeding up 
| until the time that the season is over, 
_the same food should be given to 
, them. Most dahlia experts agree that 


for these feedings best result? may 
be obtained from a mixture of sheep 
manure, bone meal, and muriate of 
otash. The usual proportion used is 
» pounds of sheep manure, 10 
pounds of bone meal, and or ¢ 
pounds of muriate of potash. These 


three materials should be mixed to- 
gether thoroughly and applied as a 


top-dressing about 
weeks. 

There is one important hint that 
must be followed for best results in 
growing dahlias.

The dahlia stake should be set 
at the same time as the tuber is 
placed in the ground, close to the oye 
being preferable. By placing the stake 
in the ground at this time, there is 
none of the danger of cutting the 
roots that might result if the stakes 
were driven in at a later time.

| flowering peach—in fact, all of 
shrubbery that blooms before the 
first of June. 

SPRAYING—For any insect that 
chews the leaves or b:iossoms of 
a plant the best sprays are those 
made of pyrethrum or arsenate. 
For the lice and aphis, the dest 
spray to use is either pyrethrum 
or nicotine sulphate. For the 
mildews and blights, use Massey 
dust on the roses, and Bordeaux 
mixture on almost all of the 
other flowers. For bean beetles, 
the department of agriculture in 
Alabama recommends a mixture 
of calcium arsenate, lime, and 
sulphur. This mixture may be 
obtained under various trade 


names, 

FERTILIZER—On the dahlias 
use a mixture of sheep manure 
and bone meal except as they 
come into bloom, when a more 
concentrated commercial ferti- 
lizer is best. For the roses and 
the lawn, a light monthly ferti- 
lization will produce better re- 
sults than a heavier application 
at great intervals. For the veg- 
etable garden and cutting gar- 
den, a good high grade commer- 
cial fertilizer analyzing about 
12-4-4 will give good results,

A RARE AIR STAMP, 

An airmail stamp, marked for a 
flight which never took place, is now 
worth $2,500. 

“Aerial Atlantic mail—J. A. R.” 
was scribbled across the face of a few 
stamps by a Newfoundland postmaster 
in 1919. They were to be carried on 
the proposed Morgan-Raynham At- 
lantic flight, which did not ‘take place. 

The letters eventually were sent by 
liner, but the high value now placed 
on the stamps is indicative of the tre- 
mendous rise in price of rarer ex- 
amples of airmail stamps. 

The stamps—and the envelopes— 
are becoming as much sought after by 
collectors as rare postage stamps 
which have never risen above the level 
of sea or land, it has been shown in 
the first mail exhibition which has 
just been opened in Great Britain.

This genealogy is most unique and 
out-of-the-ordinary. Unique, because 
it has been compiled by a marine 
colonel, with the asistance of nine 
marine sergeants, every one trained 
(as all marines are) in minute accu- 
racy. Colonel Harllee, a West Point- 
er, and an outstanding officer in the 
United States marines, now in charge 
of recruiting in the southeast, made 
family history and tradition a hobby. 
When visiting relatives he listened 
spellbound to his elders, and remem- 
bered or jotted down outstanding facts 
told him. He was early impressed 
with the saying of Macauley, “A peo- 
ple that take no pride in the noble 


achievements of remote ancestors will |. 


never achieve anything worthy to be 
remeinbered with pride by remote de- 
scendants,” and developed the pen- 
chant for ferreting out not only his 
own family history but all of the col- 
lateral branches. es 

This history in three volumes, of 
nearly 3,000 pages, mentions 10,000 
direct descendants and 15,000 col- 
lateral relatives of the great-great 
grandparents of his children, John and 
Ella Fulmore Harllee, for whom this 
history was undertaken. 


The antecedents and descendants of 
these eight couples have been traced 
and recorded in a most fascinating 
way. Cold facts, interspersed with 
romance and interesting history, have 
robbed a genealogical study of its 
sameness and dryness. 

Out-of-the-ordinary in that the work 
required four years to produce it and 
represents an expenditure of over 
$30,000, with no one paid for labor; 
60,000 miles were covered by UColo- 
nel Harllee in tracing historic spots, 
in connection with these basic citi- 
zens of early America, and in prov- 
ing the authenticity of all traditions 
recorded in this history. Photographs 
were made of every tombstone, of 
these people, in old cemeteries and 
out-of-the-way spots in many states, 
and 50 pages are taken up with these 
cemetery records. 

In order that all references and 
documents or history, not only in this 
book but made at any later day, might

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WHAT HAS HAPPENED TO JUSTICE? 


Iwo Students Die in Agony 
And Ohio State University 
Seeks a Madman on Campus 


By PETER LEVINS. 


HERE was big news in the « 


papers that Saturday night, 
 ganuary 31, 1925. Floyd 
Collins was a prisoner in a cave 
in Kentucky. Gunnar Kassen 
Was rushing serum by dog team 
through a blizard to the relief of 
diphtheria-ravaged Nome in Alas- 
ka. In Patchogue, L. L., Robert 
Reidt had sold all his property, 
paid his debts and sat down to 
await the end of the world the 
following Friday night. 

But along Fraternity Row in 
the Ohio State University district 
of Columbus, an area stretching 
from llth to 17th avenues on the 
eastern side of North High street, 
the boys had other things to think 
about. It was Saturday night, the 
dance bands were tuning*%up, and 
the young blades of old Ohio were 
getting themselves ready for a gay 
evening. 

At the Phi.Gamma Delta house 
on 17th avenue the students were 
burning up the wires making and 
unmaking dates. Mostly all of 
them had something scheduled for 
the evening, including good-look- 
ing Charles Henry Huls, of Logan, 
Ohio, one of the most popular lads 
or the campus. 

But Huls wasn’t feeling well. 
He'd felt poorly since the day be- 

‘ fore, when he'd had an uncerated 
tooth extracted. Also, a heavy 
cold had set in; his nose ran, his 
head throbbed, his throat ached, 
and his forehead burned with fev- 
er. He decided he had better re- 
main at home and nurse his cold. 

“Ring Thelma, will you please.” 
he asked a fraternity brother, 

“and tell her I'm too sick to get 

- @round tonight. Tell her I'll be 
okay tomorrow and will be see- 
ing her.” 

As he prepared for bed, he went 
to the bathroom, drew a glass of 
water, and gulped down two small 
capsules of cold remedy which he 
had obtained at the university 
dispensary the day before upon 
the prescription of Dr. H. 8. 
Wingert, the university physician. 
One of the capsules was red, the 
other white. 

Huls settled down in bed to read 
. himself to sleep. 

But very soon he became death- 
ly ill. His cries for help brought 
his housemates on the run. He 
died in convulsions within two 
hours! 

The tragedy stunned the uni- 
Versity. Huls has been one of the 
leading students—editor of the 
year book, and a member of the 
most restricted organizations 
within the student body. 


But what had killed him? 

The symptoms exhibited in his 
dying moments indicated the 
dreaded spotted fever, or menin- 
gitis, so for the time being this 
was Officially given as the cause 
of death. 


Meanwhile another student had 
taken pills for a cold. He was 
David I. Pusken, 
powerfully built lad from Canton, 
who roomed on West 1lth avenue. 
He, like Huls, had obtained the 
medicine from the school dispen- 
sary at the prescription of Dr. 
Wingert. Two capsules, one red, 
the other white... 

Pusken, however, arose Sunday 
morning feeling considerably im-

proved. He tossed on a bathrobe, 
ran down stairs to the bathroom 
and started to shave. 

A few minutes later his land- 
lady, cleaning another student’s 
room on the floor above, heard 
groans. She hastened to the bath- 
room. ‘Pusken was writhing on 
the floor; face contorted by pain, 
fingers clenched and digging into 
the palms of his hands. 
LANDLADY LEAVES 
TO SUMMON DOCTOR. 

Terror-stricken, the woman 
dashed cold water on his face, 
rubbed his hands, asked him what 
had happened. But he was now 
unconscious and growing more 
violent in his convulsions. She 
ran downstairs and summoned a 
doctor. 

The groaning and the convul- 
sions had ceased when the doctor 
arrived. Pusken was dead. 

Again the symptoms resembled 
meningitis. The university au- 
thorities began to fear an epidem- 
ic. Warnings to that effect were 
hastily issued and posted on the 


campus. 
* . . 


As the news spread, uneasy par- 
ents wired their children to re- 
turn home at once. Members of 
the medical academy in Columbus 
dropped their routine duties to 
join university doctors in their at- 
tempts to diagnoze the malady. 

That same Sunday afternoon a 
post mortem was held on the body 
of Pusken at an undertaking es- 
tablishment on East Rich street. 
Coroner Joseph Murphy reported 
presently that death had not been 
caused by spinal meningitis but 
by a deadly poison—strychnine! 

Coroner Murphy added to the 
certificate, “Immediate

him. He turned them over to St. 
John. The latter said hé wanted 
to make a little test. 

St. John took the pills to the 
medical school and had them an- 
alysed. The analysis showed that 
they contained enough strychnine 
to kill 10 humans! 

Simul it became known 
that two more students had been 
stricken—Harold E. Gollig, of To- 
ledo, a sophomore, and Robert. H. 
Ross, of Bellevue, a freshman. 
Both survived, thanks to quick 
medical attention. 

The news shocked «the state. Dr. 
W. O. Thompson, president of the 
university, immediately ordered an 
investigation. It developed that 
Dr. Wingert had prescribed the 
same cold remedy for some 40 
students. This announcement fell 
like a thunderbolt among che stu- 
dent body. Who would be next 
to die? 

All the prescriptions written by 
Dr. Wingert caled for ‘R” and 
“W”" capsules, “R” meaning red 
for aspirin an “W” meaning 
white for quinine. It was his 
favorite remedy for colds. 

Dr. Thompson ordered that all 
students who had received such 
medicine to report at once to the

cause of death, strychnine, acci- 
dental.” But this finding made 
no impression on those who were 


aware of it. The university of- 
ficials were still concerned with 
the spinal meningitis scare. The 
newspapers, though they devoted 
much space to the seeming epi- 
demic, missed the clue provided by 
the coroner. 

On Monday night another stu- 
dent, George D. Thompson, also 
of Canton, collapsed in a North 
High street golfing school. Here 
again were the same symptoms 
of cramps and convulsions. He 
was rushed to University hospital, 
where doctors began to work on 
him. They noted that his respira- 
tion appeared to have ceased. No 
heart action was evident. 

But Thompson § rallied—and 
lived. 

Besides making tests for spinal 
meningitis, the doctors also test- 
ed Thompson for poison. They 
discovered that when they fed a 
few drops of fluid from his stom- 
ach to frogs the frogs died. This 
told them what Coroner Murphy 
had already decided—that it was 
poison. 

In the meantime L. W. St. John, 
director of athletics, hed encoun- 
tered Big Tim McCarthy, of Fre- 
mont, Ohio, who played tackle on 
the football team. Casually Mc- 
Carthy mentioned that he had 
been ill in St. Francis hospital a 


few days before. He’d had bad 


cramps, he said. 
St. John recalled how his dog 


had behaved when poisoned by a 
neighbor with strychnine. 

“Where did you get the medi- 
cine?” he inquired. 

“Why, I had a cold and I took 
some quinine and aspirin tablets 
that I got from the dispensary.” 

McCarthy still had in his pos- 
session two of the four capsules 


Dr. Wingert had prescribed for 
hospital authorities. Medicine 
chests, bureau drawers and trash 
baskets” were minutely searched 
for the dreaded red and white 
capsules. 

One student, James Cilfallen of 
Troy, Ohio, revealed how close an 
escape he had had, for he had 
taken one of the pills but it had 
stuck in his throat and he had 
vomited it up. “I dropped it in 
the ‘toilet,” he said, “and since it 
was gone I didn’t see any reason 
for taking the other one.” 


MAKES SYSTEMATIC 
CHECK OF RECORDS. 

Dean Claire A. Dye and his as- 
sistants at the College of Phar- 
macy began a systematic check of 
the dispensary records. Their pur- 
pose of course was to determine 
how strychnine capsules could 
have become mixed with the quin- 


ine pills. 
First they examined every cap-

sule remaining in the quinine bot- 
tle from which the prescriptions 
had been filled. Not one of the 
thirty-odd R and W pills showed 
a trace of poison. This was doubly 
puzzling, since they were in the 
same container from which—sup- 
posedly—came the poisoned cap- 
sules, 

It was established that a total 
of 10 pills carrying poison had 
been received by six students. 
Four of the students had received 
two pills each and two students 
one each. It was regarded as &@ 
strange coincidence that the dead- 
ly pellets should have come out 
of the’dispensing bottles in pairs 
in the cases of the four students, 
since the quinine prescriptions 
were filled by different persons on 
different days. 

These four, including Huls and 


Pusken, had received two aspirin® 


pills, as the prescription called 
for, and two with strychnine in- 
stead of quinine. The other two 
students were given two aspirin 
capsules, one with quinine and 
one with strychnine. 

Naturally, the question was 
asked—had the fatal capsules ever 
been in the dispensing bottle? 


POLICE PROBE 
MURDER THEORY. 

A strychnine capsule is heavier 
than one with quinine. Dummy 
capsules of the same weight as 
those containing the poison were

by physicians who detected the 
same symptoms in his case as in 
that of the two others who had 
died in agony. 


made up and placed in the bottle 
with the quinine. Numerous tests 
showed that one heavier capsule 
would come out of the bottle’s 


mouth every seventeenth time the 
bottle was tipped over. 

When Franklin County authori- 
ties headed by Prosecutor John 
J. Chester, entered the case, the 
predominant question, of course, 
was whether deliberate murder, 
had been committed. In other 
words, a maniacal plot against the 
innocent students of the univers- 
ity. 

Questioning of the students 
yielded little save the identities of 
various persons who had filled 
prescriptions. A bottle containing 
strychnine was found on the dis- 
pensary shelf and this discovery 
caused a sensation until an in- 
structor in the College of Pharm- 
acy volunteered the information 
that he bought the bottle of 
poison a year before for laboratory 
work. It was labeled in his hand- 
writing. 

“Suspicion has been fastened 
upon no one,” Prosecutor Chester 
hastened to tell the reporters. 


On February 9 he announced 
that Louis Fish, of Canton, Ohio, 
a freshman, had been arrested 
after he had admitted that he had 
entered the dispensary without 
authority and filled a prescription 
for Pusken. He had been one of 
the first to be questioned, for 


other students recalled seeing him 
in the dispensary, but he had held 
back the information to avoid no- 
toriety. 

He told the police that he en- 
countered Pusken, a friend of his, 
on the campus. When Pusken 
complained of a cold, Fish had 
volunteered to go to the dispen- 
sary and get him some medicine. 
He said that there was quite a 
crowd in the plac2, so instead of 
waiting he stepped behind the 
counter and “got the capsules out 
of a bottle labeled ‘quinine.’ ” 

Chester ordered Fish locked up. 

In Canton the youth’s parents 
Said they had heard from him. 
“He told us not to worry,” they 
said, “because he has two wit- 
nesses.” 

He was exonerated and released 
the next day. 

GOVERNOR ORDERS 
THOROUGH PROBE. 

The authorities abandoned their 
formal investigation on February 
12. Chester said he believed the 
poisonings were deliberate and 
plotted by a subnormal mentality. 
There appeared to be no solution 
in sight, he added. 

One week later Governor Vic 
Donahey asked M. N. Ford, res- 
retary of the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy, to make a personal in- 
vestigation of the tragedy. “The 
investigation must not be per- 
mitted to end until every resource 
is exhausted,” stated the governor. 

In summarizing the results of 
his investigation for the state of 
Ohio in 1925, Ford wrote: 

“I confess to having made no 
discovery whereby the direct re- 
sponsibility may be laid for the 
presence of strychnine in the cap- 
sules. 

“I can say with confidence, 
however, that the poison did NOT 
come from any source of strych- 
nine available in the dispensary 
or the college pharmacy. It ap- 
pears to have come from the out- 
side and was placed at the point 
of distribution by a person or per- 
sons with well conceived ideas as 
to its ultimate and tragic effect. 


“Early diagnoses of affected stu- 
dents either were erroneous or 
unfortunately not communicated 
to the university officials. Promp? 
action might have saved lives.’ 

During the investigation pro- 
prietors of numerous drug stores 
in the vicinity of the university 
were questioned. Ford cleared 
them in a blanket statement in 
which he said: 


“Alleged illegal conduct of cer- 
tain drug stores as being respon- 
sible is erroneous. 


NOTHING TO PROVE 
PILLS WERE IN BOTTLE. 

“The operation of the dispensary 
during the last few months was 
not in conformity with the Ohio 
pharmacy laws in that a legally 
registered pharmacist was not 
physically present at all times the 
dispensary was operated. 

“Two students died and four be- 
came ill after taking medicine re- 
ceived from the dispensary. Four 
white capsules were found to con- 
tain strychnine instead of/quinine 
and they were in the possession of 
of students affected. 

“All evidence secured would 
tend to show the poison capsules 
were dispensed from the College 
of Pharmacy, although there is 
nothing positive to prove they 
were ever in the dispensing bottle. 

“If the poisoned capsules were 
not handed out at the dispensary, 
there is only one way to account 
for them having been in the pos- 
session of the students and that is 
they were placed in the different 
rooms of the students after they 
had obtained their medicine. 

“If the fatal capsules were 
handed out at the dispensary then 
it is a foregone conclusion that

How is it possible for us to say 
which persons from our own time will 
be famous in the future? The an- 
swer 18: project your imaginations a 
half century forward; make believe that you 
are living in the spring of 1984, and from 
that faraway time look back on 1934 for its 
10 outstanding Americans.

° olan is just what Dr. Edward A. Ross 
noted professor of sociology at the Uni 
versity of Wisconsin, has done. Because he 
feels that today's perspective must be forgotten 
in order to sift the great from the near-great, 
Dr. Ross has put himself into the role of a 
historian in the year 1984. From that pinnacle 
he gazes back over 50 years to choose the I( 
really famous Americans of today. 

As leading citizens, Professor Ross has s 
lected two women and eight men. He ha 
chosen them from various walks of life—gov 
ernment, the courts, the sciences, education, lit 
erature and social work. But strange as 1! 
mav seem, he has failed to include in his lis: 
any representatives of the arts of painting, act 
ing, the business world, aviation or exploratior. 

“I feel safe m picking as the 10 leading 
citizens of 1934, from the viewpoint of 1984,” 
Dr. Ross explained, “Franklin Delano Roose 
velt, Louis D. Brandeis, Jane Addams, Rob-

be great, I think, 
means that the name, the 
reputation and the works

“That is the reason I placed myself 50 years 
from now. Only in that way can I get the 
judgment of posterity on the personalities of 
our day and fathom those men and women 
whose ideas and actions are moving with the 
times and even ahead of them. I exclude au- 
tomatically all those who tend to pull back- 
wards.”

TATURALLY, Dr. Ross has selected each 
of these names for particular and what 
eem to him good and valid reasons. 

The author of 23 books which deal with 
«iological and other problems, Dr. Ross has 
een teaching since 1891, holding professorial 
-hairs at Indiana University, Cornell Univer- 
ity, Leland Stanford and the University of 
Nebraska. He has been at the University of 
Wisconsin since 1906. 

Equipped with a vast store of knowledge. 
his professor has included in his list a leader 
»f men in practical politics, a jurist,°a thinke 
in the fields of education and philosophy, a 
dramatist, a novelist, an exposer of social evils

through the medium of the pen, a physiologist, 
a physicist in the realm of science, an uplifter 
in social work and a crusader for birth control 
‘and sex education. 

‘“Just naming these 10 men and women is not 
enough by any means,’ Dr. Ross continued. 
‘‘T must give my reasons for doing so and make 
those reasons sound convincing if my post as a 
historian in 1984 is to have any foundation. 

‘“Let us speak of John Dewey first. I have 
known this eminent philosopher and _ professo: 
at Columbia University for at least 30 years, 
and I have watched with satisfaction his grad- 
ual but steady rise to fame. 

‘John Dewey is the outstanding philosopher 
of education. His words carry weight on 
whatever subject he chooses to talk or write 
about. And to all those people who are in- 
terested in the untrammeled use of intellect per 
se, John Dewey is the best and most shining 
symbol. 

“T believe that in 1984 he will stand out as 
a great thinker who had a vast and lasting in- 
fluence on the controlling ideas of education. 


I feel that there can be no doubt that he has 


carried our generation forward. 


Be i, tote! let us consider the case of Upton 
Sinclair, the author of more than 40 
volumes in which he undertook to expose the 
social evils of our time. Millions have read 
Sinclair's “The Jungle,” which unveiled the 
horrible conditions found at the time in the 
meat packing industry in Chicago. Others 
have chosen to look for the real truth behind 
the Teapot Dome scandal in Sinclair's recent 
novel, ‘Oil.’ 

“Whether private capitalism or socialism 
will be the existent system in 1984, I do not 
know. But I am certain that the crimes against 
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Franklin D. Roosevelt

society which Sinclair exposed in his books will 
not exist. 

‘To my mind, Sinclair is a pioneer, a far- 
sighted man who is constantly trying to clean 
up the worst dung heaps in our civilization. 
He, like John Dewey, will be remembered as 
a great man in 1984.” 

The two leading women named by Dr. Ross 
both hold special interest, Margaret Sanger be- 
cause of the current birth control bill before 
Congress, and Jane Addams ‘ecause she takes 
the place usually ascribed to the church. 

‘The death rate has been brought down in 
all advanced countries to 12 to 15 per 1000 
per annum,” Professor Ross went on. ‘“‘It is 
impossible that the birth rate should stay at 36 
per 1000 per annum, for, if it does, we will 
have a rate of growth of population such as 
has never been seen heretofore. 

“With a birth rate so high, we should wit- 
ness the spread of disease and poverty and 
malnutrition to a frightful degree. 

“Mrs. Sanger, in her fight for birth control, 
has shown admirable courage, enviable single- 
ness of mind and unique firmness of character. 
She is great because of the rare combination 
of intellectuality and character which she pos- 
sesses, and I| feel that she is the only present- 
day American woman who will be included in 
the school histories of 1000 years from now. 


©) UT there is another woman who will be 

acclaimed 50 years from now, and she 
is Jane Addams, founder of Hull House in 
Chicago. Today she is renowned throughout 


the entire civilized world. She has impressed 


upon hundreds of thousands of minds the neces. 
sity for organized social work. 
“Whatever the society of the future may 


be, social work will be needed and the work

of Miss Addams will guide all those who take 
up where she will leave off. 

“You may notice that I have included ne 
churchmen on my list. I do this because I 
feel that Miss Addams is a greater person than 
any living churchman in America. Undoubt- 
edly, if she had lived in the Middle Ages, she 
would have been the founder of a new religion. 
But living as she does in the 20th century, she 
is a pioneer in social work; she is looking to- 
ward the future; and in 1984 her work will 
still be considered great. 

‘I have included Thomas Hunt 
Morgan, California physiologist 
who was recently awarded the 
Nobel Prize, and Prof. Robert A. 
Millikan, physicist and president of 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, because they are both ac- 
cepted as great men in their fields 
by their fellow scientists the world 
over. 

“Dr. Morgan’s work in experi- 
mental zoology, in the theory of 
evolution, and in heredity and sex has made 
him one of the world’s most eminent geneticists. 
Dr. Millikan was the first physicist to isolate 
the electron, and he has done a great deal of 
work on the cosmic ray. 

“Sinclair Lewis, the Nobel Prize winner in 
literature, also goes on my list. His ‘Babbitt’ 
and ‘Main Street’ are invaluable portraits of 


American types and will be read just as atten- 
tively in 1984 as they are in 1934. 


a NAME Eugene O'Neill as a member of 


my private Hall of Fame because of pub- 
lic acclaim. His incomparable knowledge of 
the theater, his poetic imagination, and his deep 
probings into the psychic recessés of human per- 
sonality have made his plays fundamental con- 
tributions to the portrayal of the complex life 
of America. 

‘As for the field of the courts, since the re- 
tirement of Justice Holmes, Louis D. Brandeis, 
United States Suprem- Court justice, is the out- 
standing intellect in the field of jurisprudence 
and American law. 

“His judicial reasonings have become the 
rallying point for our liberal jurists because he 
realizes that law must be developed so as to 
meet the needs of. developing society. 

‘For Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s greatness, 
I really need not give any reasons. But let 
me say that our president has combined in his 
energetic economic and social program for 
America the deep-rooted and fundamental dem- 
ocratic traditions of America’s past with a wil- 
lingness to deal humanely, sympathetically and 
with expert knowledge with the pressing prob- 
lems of our time. His recovery program has 
wrought benefts for millions of Amencans and 
will be remembered as pioneer work in the cre- 
ation of a social democracy for America.”

Those who have followed her surprise-packed 
saga will agree that it is the rococo peak of her 
picaresque imagination. Imagination? There are 
evidences so startling to support Ganna’s newest 
obsession that the deepest-dyed skeptics will be 
astounded as they read them, presented here in 
their bizarre entirety for the ‘first time.

Granted that 
Ganna’s achievement in marrying some $125,- 
000,000 in the course of four tumultuous matches 
might have been equalled by many another ap- 
pealing footlight child who knew how to turn the 
beam of her loveliness upon the proper million- 
aires. But this reporter is confident that two facts 
will impress the -reader from the revelations to 
follow. 

FIRST—That Ganna Walska was no ordinary 

pretty girl, no garden variety of gold-digger with 
acrobatic eyes and sculptural form. She was, 
and is, far, far above that class. 
_ SECOND—That, with all the eerie, super- 
romantic implications of the Walska-Castiglione 
throwback rejected, there can be no denying that 
Ganna has stumbled upon one of the most amaz- 
ing sets of coincidences ever recorded.

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One thing should be reaffirmed here and an- 
other hastily stated. Ganna does not go about 
boasting of her similarity to that great historic 
beauty. She is placidly, studiously interested in 
the obvious parallels and she is reticent always 
in revealing how she “senses” the spirit of Cas- 
tiglione hovering near, among the photographs, 
the faded love-letters, the adoring odes, 

Then, too, Castiglione was an admitted cour- 
tesan. Even by the moral standards of a much 
more liberal land and time, she was that. .And 
Ganna Walska has strictly observed the con- 
ventions of society where her loves and mar- 
riages were concerned. She is, indeed, an avowed 
ascetic and self-disciplinarian. . Never has she

queen of her time is engaging, however fanciful. 

A few years after la Castiglione died, near 
the turn of the century, Ganna, visiting Russia, 
began to be noted as a young girl possessed of 
extraordinary personal magnetism. Men by the 
score began to fall in love with her. She chose 
a dashing young Russian officer, Baron Archadie 
d’Eighnhorn, as husband—and she still looks back 
upon that marriage as the nearest to perfect 
romance of her career. The Baron died leading 
a cavalry charge on the Eastern Front in 1914. 


(There is a widely circulated story that 
Ganna Walska divorced her first husband for 
his excessive protracted conviviality, but Ganna 
denies this.) 

A generation earlier another glowing girl had 
found her first romance in Russia. The daughter 
of a secretary to the legation of the King de Cas- 
mont married her cousin, Count Verasis de Cas- 
tiglione. He too was a wild, headstrong, dissi- 
pated young rake—country folk swore he had the 
“evil eye.”” He died suddenly in 1867. 


Before we continue the increasingly impres- 
sive parallel lines of Ganna’s and the Countesses’ 
lives it will be interesting to examine a character- 
istic triumph of Ganna Walska’s extraordinary 
allure. Let us see, concretely, how her charm 
worked—in an episode picked from many be- 
cause a full recounting of it has never before ap- 
peared in print. 

It was a night in Havana in 1920. A singer 
no one knew much about, named Ganna Walska, 
was scheduled to appear at the local opera house. 
Cubans are music lovers and they turned out to 
pack the auditorium; they listened politely, at- 
tentively. 

She trilled her final aria. There was a pause 
as the music died away and with it the thin, un- 
certain voice of the would-be prima donna. There 
was a pause—and then, like a dark whisper from 
the sea of swarthy faces came—a freezing hiss! 


Ganna was dumbfounded. It was her first 
collision with a candor of reaction among her 
hearers she was to meet again and again later. 
She lifted a jeweled hand to her head, swayed 
dazedly—and ran, weeping blindly, into the 
wings. 

But even as she stumbled toward her dressing 
room she heard a faint patter out in the hostile 
house. Applause! The frantic applause of ONE 
captivated member of the audience, burning his 

alms in an effort to drown the boos and the 

isses and the contemptuous laughter. The lone 
rooter was Harold F. McCormick, master of In- 
ternational Harvester Company millions. He was 
in love. The strange fascination Ganna had for 
many men was at work powerfully upon Mc- 
Cormick. He was in love—and by a freak of 
fate he was the financial “angel” of the Chicago 
Opera Company. 

That fact was, perhaps, Ganna’s reali undo- 
ing, for it was to feed a hopeless ambition with 
new fuel and bring even more distressing re- 
bukes.from critics and public alike.

The audience had listened to 
Ganna’s voice. Harold McCor- 
mick had looked upon Ganna, 
the woman of destiny, and heard 
a call that was not to be denied. 
As he left the theatre that night 
he resolved to make her his wife 
if he could. Here, clearly, was 
no mere pretty woman; here was 
somebody with a glimmer of the 
true flame—the opiate that can 
make middle-aged men behave 
like callow fools; the aura of a 
great enchantress., 

Even the beauty of the 
Comptesse de Castiglione, it 
must be borne in mind, did not 
enslave ALL. men. Her victims 
succumbed unexpectedly and 
among all classes. But when 
they fell they fell with a thump 
to be heard down the years. 

So powerful was Ganna’s 
appeal for Harold McCormick 
that he broke a steadfast rule 
and used his influence to get her a role with the 
Chicago Opera Company. The tragi-comic fiasco 


of Ganna’s rehearsal with that organization will 


be recounted later, but McCormick never lost_his 
faith in her. 


Through marriage and divorce he BELIEVED 
that she was a great singer. There can be no 
doubt of that. He supported her story that she 
could sing in private but was so overcome by the 
presence of an audience that her tone deserted 
her. She needed notes on the stage. She suf- 
fered from simple stage fright. 

Even at her latest recital, in Philadelphia, 
McCormick was a nervous but enraptured audi- 
tor. Those who watched the Harvester magnate’s 


expression that night declare that he was trans- 


ported, thrilled by the voice which critics at- 
tacked savagely. More, he reacted vicariously 
to Ganna’s trepidation as she faced the skeptical 
crowd out front. He suffered as she suffered. 
The spell, apparently, is still unbroken, for

all the fact that their marriage 
collapsed. Castiglione has the 
same well-wearing magic; 
Napoleon III never recovered 
from his beholdenment and by 
her power over men she was 
able to bring about the united 
Italy that persists to this day. 


It may be said, then, I think 
without refutation, that Ganna 
Walska rises far above the 
realm of mere “sex appeal.” 


To meet her is to be convinced 
of that. She is gracious, witty, 
worldly. When a liveried but- 
ler conducts the guest from the 
elevator up the little stair into 
her sitting room the impression 
of calculated charm is strong. 

But to get a convincing picture of Ganna 
Walska, there is no better way than to listen 
to her own words. Consenting to talk for ex- 
clusive publication here, the dynamic Ganna 
revealed some -facets of her personality which 
ought to absorb all those who are drawn to 
the strange, appealing and dramatic human 
phenomenon she represents.
